DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 13-15 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 13, line 13, 
the comma should be deleted; and claims 14 and 15, line 2, there appears to be a period after 
"arms" and "frame" respectively which should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by MacArthur et al, of 
record. In the Figs. 9-1 1 embodiment of MacArthur et al the nip roll 68 is mounted on the same 
arms 10, 1 1 that support the core shaft 18. The arms 10, 11 have radially extending slots 10a, 

1 la which allows the cores to move radially inward (after retraction of pins 21 , 21a) to engage 
the winding drum 3, see col. 4, lines 5-15, 58-61, col. 5, lines 51-64.. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-12, 19-73 are allowed. Claims 7-12, 19-73 are allowed for reasons of record. 
Claims 2-6 are allowable over MacArthur et al since the nip roll of MacArthur is not driven nor 
is the drum 69 of MacArthur et al a "supporting" drum (since it is merely used to provide a 
driving force to the rolls being wound). While various of the prior art patents may show 
individual elements of applicant's methods or apparatus, the particular claimed combinations are 
neither shown nor obvious from any of the prior art devices and methods. 
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5. Claims 14- 1 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 



Meinecke et al is cited to show a surface winder having a second supporting drum 5, 
and Johnson is cited to show a surface winder having driven nip rolls 14, 16 and a movable 
support drum 52 (this drum however is not movable to engage the roll being wound — the roll 
being wound is moved to engage this drum).
